News has just been received in Hongkong 
of « piratical attack made on four Shou-ki- 
won fishing juokeat a place called Sun Niu, 
near Nim Sang, about 25 miles from Hong- 
kong. ‘Thojunks wore lyingatanchor at this 
placeon the 16th, aud at midnight they were 
attacked by two pirate juke, one of about 
300 picula capacity and having20 men armed 
with revolvers and swords on board, and the 


other about 100 piculs capacity and having: 


12 armed men on board. The pirates be- 
fore boarding tho fishing boats fired {several 
revolver shuts, killing one fishorman. and 
lodging'a ball in-another’s wrist. Tho crew 
who wore scoping on deck could make no 
resistance to the powerful band of robbers, 
who stole everything they could Isy their 
hands on—clothing, fishing tackle, nets and 
some’ firearms of different Kinds, “The fish- 
ing boata liad a fishing licence from 
Hongkong and sailed from Shau-ki-wan on 
the 8th inst. The fishetmen have alao te- 
ported tha affair to the Chinese authorities, 
and we trust that the pirates may some day 
got their just reward. 


Fine broke out this morning in the cook 
house on the first floor of the house 114 
Queen's Road Central. .A watchmaker 
who was sleoping in an adjoining room on 
the same floor says he heard o noise in the 
cook-house; . He first thought it was a thief 
and called out for help. He then jumpod 
up and entering tho cook-honso found o 
wooden cupboard, standing on o box close 
to the fireplace, on fire. The flames had 
spread from thie cupboard to some firewood 
that was’in the room, and the door had 
also caught fire, The watchmaker and 
two men who slept on the same floor ran 
down to tha shop on the ground floor and 
roused four workmen and. the cook, who 
were sleeping. there. The cook said that 
he cooked the dinner sbout 11 p.m. in the 
cook-honse and half an hour afterwards 
drowned out the fire, Both Goveramont 
and Volunteer brigades were quickly. on 
the scene and they succeeded in practically

THE REPORT OF THE FEVER coMMisstoN— 
AN EXPLANATION. 

His Exceiloncy—Bofore proceading with 
the other business 1 should: like to refer te 
a matlor which was omitted at last mocting 
and for tho omission of which I muat take 
blame to myself; I refer to tho report of 
the Fever Commission, which ought to have 
been aid on tho tablo at lust. meoting, I 
did not notice that it had not beon 
Isid on the tuble until IT road the 
acoount of what tovk place ut the 
Council, I can’t concvive any roason why 
it should not bo nid on the tablo at once. 
Tha reason probably why the matter was 
ovorlonked at Inst meeting was that a 
question was asked of the Commission 
with regard to a certain specific re- 
commendation on which I wished to havo 
some doubts cleared up.. I have not 
received any answer to that question, 
and EI fancy this has been omitted 
in consequence. I muat take blame to 
myaulf for the oversight, dud go far as I 
know thors is no rouson why tha report 
should not be Isid on the.tablo at ones, 
The queation { asked wan with referonce to a 
comparatively trivial matter, The Commia- 
sion rocommend the planting of the Eucaly- 

- ptus trea over the Colony, and my experi- 
ence ip several colonies of such experiments 
foints to the fact that they are perfectly 
useless in the Tropica, I find there haa 
beon 4 similar experience tov in this Co- 
lony. Theso trece have been tried again 
and again in tropical colonies that 1 know 
of, and the reault has been the samo in all, 
namely, that the troes grow ap very fost 
and reach a considerable height but never 
make wood. The Hucalyptes Globulus is 
not 8 native even of trepical Australia, but 
oven if it were the conditions thers are auch 
that although the teses might fluurish thera 
they would not fonrish in such damp 
climates as that uf Hongkong and most 
islands. Thore ara no recorded instances 
at all events a» fur aa I know—and I have 
tried in various directions ta find out 
whether theron are any instances—of tho 
Eucalyptus Glubulus having been made to 
grow well in the tropics. They certainly 
prow up high, sowetimes attaining o 

aight of 40 feet, but they never make 
wood and the result is that tho firat strong 
wind blows thom down. I asked the 
Fever Oommission on this subject, but I 
have not got an anawer and I suppose that 
ts the reason why the Report hos boen 
overlooked, for it could have been laid on 
the table at once, thore being no reason 
whatever why it should not, 

Bon, Mr Ryrio romarked that a species 
of gum-treo grew in Oplenttn and attained 
a very great height, but whother the 
Eucalyptus or not ho did not know. 

Bia Excelloncy—Of course if there is a 
doubt as to whether the Hugalypins Glo- 
tuhis will grow here or not it would be 
well worth while plantiog a fow, but we

aud left the latter place yesterday for the 
‘seat of war,’ wa will call it, next day, 
which must be considered smart work, 
She had to coal, embark troops, ammuni- 
tions of war, provisions and boata. The 
3.8. Waiting arrived on the 6th inet. from 
Hongkong, with a-cargo of hardwood for 
the railway bridge at Twatutia, The wea- 
ther is delightful now, getting cooler;

Ho Kit then informed p'nintitf that 
his name was only added for form’s sake, 
and that the only person Ho Kit had any 
claim againut was Tsu Lai ‘Tong. Ho Kit 
further told him that be need avt trouble 
himaclf a3 regards the auit ; in consequence 
of which ussarance the present plaintiff did 
not enter an appenrance in the suit and 
touk no ateps tu dofond himself. On the 
T4th August, 1884, a deerce waa made in 
the suit whereby it was referred to the 
Registrar of tho Cuurt to take an acount 
of the partnership. Qn tho 7th August, 
188+, tho Registrar made his certificate 
whereby he found the sum of $2,464 due 
by the preavnt plaintiff to the ¥u Cheong 
firm, On Gth October, 1885, a further 
decree waa made in the auit by the Court, 
wheruby tlie plaintiff was asked to pay this 
sum into Court.

CHINA, TIENTSIN AND KAIPING 
RAILWAY. 

Thisa railway, the first built by tho 
Chinese Government, and as yot the only 
one, was opened last week by H.E. Li 
Hung-chang ; this was the official opening, 
but the line has been warked for s con- 
siderable time on its Tang-shan branch and 
within the last month or two recular traina 
“have bean running upon both the Tlontain 
ard. Tang-ahan branches, 

The whole mileage is 864 milea, with 10 
milve of siding or 23 milea trom Tientsin to 
Tong-ku which lies on the benk of the Pei- 
ho opposite Taku, and 584 miles from 
Tong-ku to Tong-shan near the city of 
K‘nip‘ing where the Chincoo Mining and 
Engineering Co. have their works, kiins 
and pits. It is dificult as yet to judge 
accurately the work of construction ; alter 
a year's steady working the lino will apeak 
for itaelf, but ao far .as the work can be 
judgod,at present, it is of 1. thoroughly 
veliable and satisfactory charactor, 

The Taug-shan branch haa beet completed 
for some tia and a: largo amuuut of very 
heavy traffic has born carried on it already ; 
this road is therefore very compact and 
ring a3 steadily and ensily in most parts as 
some of the bret lincs at home, 

The Tientsin branch feels new aa yet and 
the ballast of roadatone has nut yet firmly 
settled ; the work on tho branch was tather 
hurriedly completed so ag to be in readiness
